Silent Wait.

Court Convened. 


Chief Judge Cullen, the 
presiding 


officer, was brought to the desk and 
present with gavel which he brough' 
down solemnly declaring the 
court 


Permit Judges to Sit 


After the roll call Judso Cullen de 


clared the court duly constituted 
He 


announced that the question had beer 
raised as to the right of Judges His 
cock. Chase and 
Miller, designated 
members of the court of appeals tc 
sit as members of the high court He 
said in his opinion designated judges 
should be permitted to sit. Counsel 
for both sides assented. 


The right of Senator Frawley. chair- 


man of the committee whi"h 'b'rc.nahl 
out the evidence against Gov. Sulzer 
and other senators on the committee 
to sit as members of the court, ivat 
challenged by the defense, but the> 
-were permitted to tako the oath o! 
office. 


Call Sulzer's Name. 


After the swearing in of the mem 
bers of 
the court the clerks the: 


called the name, of William Sulzer 
He did not answer. 
Judge Herrick 
arose and announced that in accord 
ance with a 
notice filed when tht 
court convened. Gov. Sulzer desirec 
to appear through counsel. 
This re- 


quest was granted by the presiding 
judge, who then appointed a commit 
tee of three to draw up rules and 
methods of procedure for the court. 


The court, on motion of Senator 


Wagner .then adjourned

The order is directed 
against the 


Lake Superior Terminal & Transfei 
Railway company for whom Lawrence 
wafk working at the time of his ac- 
cidental death last March. 
The case 


is one of the most peculiar that ha: 
come before the commission. 
Ten 
days previous to his death Minnie 
Lawrence was granted a divorce from 
her husband, the court awarding her 
the custody of the five children and 
directing him to pay as alimony $25 
a month. Mrs. Lawrence asked 
foi 


compensation on her own account and 
as a guardian for her children. 
Had 


she been living with Lawrence at the 
time of his death the award would 
have been $3,000 instead of the $1,200 
granted. 


"It may be freely conceded that the 


father was legally obligated for the 
support of his children and that 
the 


court who entered the decree of di- 
vorce might modify It at any time and 
increase the amount of alimony to be 
paid to the mother for her own and 
her children's support, 
or it 
might 


change the custody of the children,'' 
says the decision. 
"We are confined 


not to what might happen, but to the 
tacts as they existed upon the

day of March 
1911!. 
The 
evidence 


seems to be conclusive on that date 
that Minnie Lawrence and her chil- 
dren were dependent upon W. G. Law- 
rence for their care and support to 
the extent of $25 a month."

"The criticism I have to make on 
the last legislature is the manner in 
which the money bills was handled.

'egislature. or the legislature and the 
governor acting together. That this 
was so, is the fault 
of the finance 
committee although 
it had laid 
be- 


:ore it the complete report at the be- 
ginning of the session. The principal

until the very last of the legislature
